Washington's First Proclamation Summoned People to Give Thanks for
Rational Constitution—President Johnson Fixed
the Feast in November,

TIHIS Is Thanksgiving Dy by proclama-

tion of tha Presidant and of the Governors
of the several States of the Unlon, It will be
observed ganarally by all the people through-
out the country and In our Islands In tha sea.
It In not generally known that "there In no
national holiday in tha United Btates, not
oven Lhe Fourth of July,” though Thanks-
giving Day, the Fourth of July, Chrisimas
In mll the Btates are obrérved as such, Bun-
dayn and fast days are observed nn legal
holldays In all the Bintesa which designate
them as sueh. In & number of Btatex and In
the District of Columbla there are spscial
legnl holldays, and, in tha Blates generally,
election days nre legal holldaya. Tn Colonial
timen thers weaire apecial accanions of thanks-
glving among the peapls, and oceasional ohe-
nervences of days set apart by the authorl.
ties for fasting, humillation and prayer, That
wns long before the Introduction of the
tango as the test of Intellectunl and spliritual
grace, and when men thought more of thelp

sonls than of thelr socks; when men fell
upon thelr knees before falling upon the
Aborigines, an old joke which has been

worked off on many a New England dinner
Forefathara' Dny for the last hundred
voars or fo. In the beginning Thankegiving
Day wan obsorved an o strietly religious feast
or celebration: but In the progrossive timen
which have followed the Turlinne it has besn
made over along with Decoration Day and
Christmnas to suit the tanles of n forgelful
nnd [rreverent people.

EORGHE WASHINGTON'S firgt proclama-

tion was a Thanksgiving proclamation.
It wan lesued nt New York, October 3, 1788,
and set apart Thursday, the 28th day of No-
vember, ns the day when all the people of all
the Btales should give thanks to God for Hia
“enre and of the people of this
country pravioug to their becoming a natlon,"”

In which we have been enabled to establish
conatitutlons of government for our fafely
and hopplness.” and when the people might
offer *'thelr prayers and supplications to the
great Lord and Ruler of Natlonw" “to render
our Nationnl Government a blessing to all
tha people by constantly belng a Government
of wise, just and constitutional laws."” That
wir before the adoption of the primary sys-
tem of electlons and before the initlative,
rolerendim and recall had been racommended
af the sureat and best meann of deslroying
representative governmont. General Waah-
Ington lTurther recommernded that prayer ba
offered “to protect and gulde nll soverelgns
and natlons tespecially such as have shown
kindness to us), and to bless them with good
governments, peace ‘and concord.” ‘There (=
A fine human toueh In the “especlally’ paren-
thesis which the godly people of the times
doubtless kept clearly in mind In making’
thelr supnplications. Six yvears Inter General
Washington  issned nnother proclamation
from the sent of government In Philadelphla
ealling all the people to meet together on
Thursday, February 19, 1786, to give thanks
to God [or the general pence and prosperity
of the country, and particularly for "the
suppression of an Insurreation which so wan-
tonly threntened 1t in  western Pennsyl-
vanin.

RESIDENT JOHN ADAMS recommended

the 5th day of Ma¥, 1789, “as n day of
solemn humilintion, fasting and prayer,’” on
which the people should abstain "from thelr
customary world cccupations” and humble
themselves Liefore God, acknowledging “thelr
manifold ains and transgresalons’ and pray-
ing for the pardon of thelr offenses and for
the continuance of the Divine favor, Mr,
Adams lssued unother proclamation setting
apart Thuraday, April 25, 1708, as a day of
fasting, humiliation and prayer. At the time
the country was "In Jeopardy by the hoatile
and Insldlous acts of & forelgn wnatlon”
{(F'rance): a number of towna and cities had
been visited by pestilence, and the purvevaors
of principles subversive of the foundations of
all religlous, moral and soclal obligations
had been actively engaged In thelr work.

HOMASB JEFFERSON did not bother hime-

self about such matlers, and durlng his
elght vears in ofMce he did not call the peopls
togethar to either fast or pray or glve thanis,
At the request of Congress, Frealdent James
Madison set apart the third Thurkday in
August, 1512, as a day of humilintion and
prayer, especially for the purposs “of offer-
ing fervent supplications that In the present
season of calamity and war God would take
the Ameérican people under His poculiar care
and protection,” “gulde thelr public counecils,
animata thelr patriotlam and hestow His
blessing on their arma.”” Mr. Madison (ssyed

another prociamation setiing apart the see-
ond Thursday in Beptembaer, 1818, an “a day
of public humillation and prayer,” on which
the peopls should pray for tha pardon of
their “manifoid transgresalons wnd awnken
and strengthen In all the wholesoma pur-
pokes of repentance and amendment,’” and
that GGod would “bestow Hias blessing on our
mrme In resisting the hostlle and persaver-
ing «afforts of Graat Britaln to degrade ns
on the ocean, the common Inheritanca of all,
from rights and Immunities belonging and
ensential to tha Amerlean people na a cosqual
member of tha great community of Inde-
pendent natlons.'

Mr. Madison lssued still another prociamn-
tion eetling apart Thursday, January 12, 1815,
ns "“a day of publie humiliation and of fast-
Ing and of prayer to Almighty God for the
safoty mnd welfare of thesa States, His blene-
Ing on thelr arms, and n speady restoration
of peave.”

HERE wax no fasting and prayer and

thankagiving under Presidenis Monroe,
John Quincy Adams, Andrew Jackson, Mar-
tin Van Buren, Willinm HMenry Harrison
(who dled nfter bolng In ofMee anly ons
month), John Tyler, Jamea K, Polk, Zachary
Taylor (who lived only a litils mors than n
vear after his inauguration as Presdldent),
Millard Fillmore, Franklin Plerce or James
Buchanan

Under Mr. Linecoln, however,
frequent ealls upon the people to fast and
pray for the Divine favor upon the cause

N APRIL 25, 1865, Andrew Johnson issusd

a  proclamation appolnting Thursday,
May 26, “ap o day of humilintion and mourn-
Ing “in ordéer to mitigate that grief on
earth which can only be assunged by coms
munlon with the Father in heayen” Five
dayne |later Mr. Johneon l$sued anothet proc-
lamation recommending that the day be
changed (o Thursday, the 1st of June, his
mttention having been “called to the fact that
tha day aforesaid (May 26) Is sucred to large
numbers of Christians as one of rejolelng for
the ascension of the Baviour." During the
remainder of his term of ofMce Mr, Johnson
Isstad four proclamations appointing days
for national thanksgiving and praise, the
firat setling apart the first Thursday In
cember, 18656; the second naming Thursday,
November 20, 1866, the third appointing
Thursiday, November 25, 1867, and the fourth
and Inst appointing Thursday, November 26,
1568, ‘The nationnl Thanksgiving Day as &
Nxed feast in the month of November may
b gald to have been established by Mr, John-
pon. “In conformity with a recent custom
that may now be regarded as established on
nutlonal consent and approval” were the
opening worda used by him in his proclama-
tion in 1867, and since that tlme without
variation all the Preslidents have proclalmed
the last Thursday in November as “a day of
thanksgiving and praise’” throughout this

land., The day was selected in November be-
cause In this month the harvests have all
been gathered and the Presldents bave

thought that It wans only meet and proper
that the Lord of the Harvest should ba pub-
licly thanked for his goodness to the ®*ona of
nmen.

N THE main the thankagiviog prociamn-

tions have all been expreased in the hap-
plest and mont devout language, the procla-
mations of Mr. Johnson. possibly. belng the
least distingulshed in style; but Mr, Tohnson.
{f the public records are to be trusted, was
frequently not In a devotional state of mind
It would hardly be falr to say, probably, that
there have been two rather distinetive atyles
In the vompositions of these messaged, or
three at the most—ihe Trayer Book satyle, the
Bhorter Catechlsm #lyle and tha Pligrim
Father siyle; the firat easlly recognized In
the proclamations of Washington; the second
in the proclamations of Lineoln, Cleveland
and thelr latest successor, Wilson; and the
third In the proclamations of John Adama
and Mp, Taft, and all breathing the fullest
acknowledgment to what Mr, Lincoln called
“the aver-watchful providence of Almighty
God.'" It has been protested that “God s
not in the Constitution”; but that makes
very little difference so long as He {8 In the
hearts of the peopla and of their chosen
represerntative at the head of the natlon,

HUM OF RUMAN CITIES

In the Epglish, as well as the Amarican,
mind Plttsburgh has been almost ‘aynony-
mous with smoke, Obviausly If that eity
can master tha smolis nulsance thera will
be hope for avery other hesmulted town in
the country. Pltlaburgh ia making a great
affort, as a recent public meeting called by
tha smoke Inspector demonsirated.

The clty has a Bmoke and Dust Abate-
ment League, composed of the leading civio
organisations, It held an exhibltion last
year, at which the 100,000 visitors had thelr
minds disabused of the Idew that “smoke
means prosperity.” The movement wis be-
gun by the Melion Instituta of the Univer-
sity of Pittaburgh. Nothing, says J. .
O'Connor, in the American City Xagaszine,
has done s0 much to eauss an understanding
that simnoke means wasts and to enlist the
manufacturers of the town in an effort to
demonstrate It by praectice.

In July of this year an ordinapcs was
adopted which uired the amokes Inspec-
tor's approval of all new Installations. The
rallroads are showing a llvely Interest, as
well as manufacturers.

In Beplember the prealdent of one large
factory presented lo the stockholders the
result of an effort at amoke abatement. In
ihe old plant were 85 hollearw. Thess ware
!l removed and replaved with aight 800-
horsepower units having double steam pres-
sure with mechanicsl stoke and with a
coal and aah handling apparatus which ln-
cluded every machaniym kuown. The whole
cost §180,000, But It $1500 a
month on the payroll, and 3000 & year In
tha coal bill, Besldes this, It has Incressed
the capacity of the whole mill through =»
greater mill supply.
